SCITUATE  CENTRE. 

Rev.'Will  C.  Wood  has  received 
1  invitation  to  go  to  the  churches  at 
North  and  East  Falmouth. 
There  is  considerable  interest  as 
:  understand  re-awakened  in  ascer- 
taining the  real  ownership  of  the  Con- 
gregational meeting  house.    The  deed 
nf  the  property,  by  a  serious  neglect, 
was  not  recorded,  and  now  at  this  late 
date,  if  there  is  such  a  deed  in  exis- 
tance,  its  whereabouts  are  left  a  mys- 
tery to  the  parish,  and  the  deed  is 
liable  to  loss  or  destruction  by  fire  or 
otherwise.    There  is  some  reason  for 
believing  that  the  deed  was  given  to 
certain  parties  in  trust  or  trustees,  but 
nothing  certain  seems  to  be  known 
about  it.    A  parish  was  formed  in 
connection  with  the  church,  and  this 
parish  by  one  of  its  first  acts  voted 
off  the  parcel  of  ground  back  of 
the  meeting  house,  "of  which  the 
Congregational    Trinitarian  Society 
seized  as  a  burying  ground  for  the 
members  of  the  Parish."    But  we 
understand  it  is  now  claimed  by  some, 
not  known  on  what  grounds, 
that  the  parish  had  no  right  to  do  so, 
and  that  members  of  the  parish  have 
no  such  right  as  that  vote  would  seem 
to*  convey.    But  uo  one  seems  to 
know  who  has  any  rights  in  the  church 
or  burying  ground.  The  Parish  books 
bave  no  record  of  ownership.  The 
lack  of  information  on  this  point  we 
have  been  informed  has  more  than 
once  seriously  stood  in  the  way  of  the 


church's  prosperity.  A  few  years  ago 
money  was  raised  to  repair  and  beau- 
tify the  church,  but  it  was  not  so  ex- 
pended because  the  ownership  of  tbe 
church  was  in  question.  Those  who 
wish  to  purchase  pews  would  natural- 
ly hesitate  when  they  cannot  tell  what 
right  and  how  long  a  tenure  they  would 
have  of  them.  It  would  seem  that 
this  important  matter  should  be  prop- 
erly settled,  and  as  interest  has  been 
re-awakened  on  this  matter  vital  to  the 
rights  ot  the  society,  it  will  probably 
not  be  dropped  until  it  has  been  so 
cleared  up  that  all  may  understand 
their  rights  and  the  affairs  of  the  so- 
ciety may  rest  on  a  sure  basis  and  go 
torward  with  increased  prosperity.

In  speaking  of  her  success  in 
briojing  np  children,  she  said,  "I  have 
been  a  very  smart  woman  in  my  day. 
My  mother  brought  np  1 7  childreu,  and 
I  always  told  the  family  that  I  ioteoded 
to  do  as  well  as  she.  Anil,"  the  added 
energetically,  "l  should  and  more,  too, 
but  that  I  lived  five  year*   a  widow." 

The  Indians  ol  Fall  Hirer  ate  become 
greatly  scattered  and  diminished  in 
number.  Twenty  year*  ago  there  were 
only  70,  and  to-day  there  are  eveu  less. 
Their  reservation  is  filtrated  .">  miles 
from  the  city  ot  Fall  River,  on  the 
shores  of  North  tVatnppa,  pond.  Tdc 
ftrafton  Indians  of  Grafton,  who  were 
descended  from  the  «eTeu  original  tribe* 
of  llaaaanameatcll,  arc  greatly  dimin- 
ished in  number.  Two  or  three  ol 
these  criginal  families  ate  extinct. 
Tweaty-tbrce  year*  ago  there  were  only 
73  person*  alive. 

The  Dudley  Indians  are  a  remnant  of 


men  elsewhere,  this  cicar-eyed 
observer  called  attention  to  the  circum- 
stance that  in  Minneapolis  and  St. 
f*aoi  an  Irish  name  seldom  appears  oo 
a  aatooo  sign,  while  that  industry  is 
here  almoot  wholly  muoopolirrd  by 
person*  beariss  trenaaa  names.  This 
eommendatwn  of  the  Irish  residents  ol 
tae  northwest,  as  a  class,  ta  well  merit-

pi*.  Bishop  Whipple  ot  the  KpiscopaJ 
rfaarcb,  in  a  recent  conversation,  M*d  :

American  Shoemaker*. 

Witbont  slopping  lo  detail  tbo  his- 
tory of  Daniel  Drew,  the  wooderlul 
oeta-pbysician,  wbo  thought  out  bis 
profound  speculations  on  tho  being  and 
attributes  of  God  while  mending  old 
shoes  aud  who  wrote  down  bis  reflec- 
tion* with  the  bellows  for  n  desk,  not 
William  Carey,  tho  cobbler,  whe  trans- 
lated tbe  Ilible  into  over  a  dozen  dil- 
lerentjanguages  and  dialects  of  India, 
it  is  worth  while  to  seo  what  American 
shoemaker*  have  dene  ler  Ihe  world. 
A  long  list  i*  at  hand  ol  Ine  shoemak- 
er* of  our  own  country  why  have,  it 
one  way  er  another,  distinguished 
themselves  or  have  risen  lo 
honor  nnd  power,  hut  no  name  is  more 
honnred  than  that  ol  Noah  Worceitcr. 
He  was  tho  founder  of  the  Peace  socie- 
ty, which  has  now  branches  in  every 
civilised  country  ou  tho  globe.  Wbilo 
he  was  a  youth,  the  revolution  broke 
out,  and  he  went  Into  tho  army  for 
awhile,  but  was  so  dlsgu*lrd  with  war 
that  when  hi*  tcnu  ol  servir©  expired 
he  lett  Ihe  army,  and  Irotn  that  day  de- 
void all  hi*  energies  lo  securing  peace 
throughout  Ihe  world.  One  of  tbe  sign- 
er* ef  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence was  a  shoemaker,  Hoger  Sher- 
man by  name,  a  man  who  was  report- 
ed never  lo  have  said  a  stupid  thing  it 
bit  life.  Ne  less  than  seventeen  mem 
bers  of  congress,  al  various  times  in 
our  history,  have  been  shoemakers, 
oue  of  whom  was  from  Missouri,  and 
is  living  in  honored  retirement  at  the 
present  time  in  Si.  Louis.  The  late 
Vice  President  Wilson,  in  his  youth, 
wa*  a  shoemaker,  and  Andrew  John 
son  wa*  tbe  next  ihing  lo  it,  having 
been  a  tailor.  John  11.  Whilticr.  the 
(Quaker  poet,  was  a  shoemaker,  and 
■"*  alter 

than  in  Kurope,  tho 
and  honorable  business  of  shoe-making 
has  furnished  men  ol  ability  to  every 
walk  of  life,  aud  has  furnished  a  furth- 
er demon Mrai ion  of  the  well-know 
truth  that  the  world  stands  so  mnch  i 
Deed  of  talent  that  men  of  menial  pow- 
er are  obliged,  Sooner  or  later,  to  com 
forth  lo  its  assistance,  uo  matter  how 
humble  the  calling  in  which  they  may 
be  engaged. 

Sewage  Purification. 
It  may  be  that  no  thoroughly  salis- 
lactory  solution  of  I  bat  problem  is  pos- 
sible. It  is  certain  that  none  has  yet 
been  found.  The  various  method*  of 
sewage  purification  tried  in  Knropc, 
some  ol  which  were  bxstily  pronounced 
successful,  do  not  bear  tbe  test  of  pro- 
longed use  and  carefnl  investigation  ol 
their  results.  The  Berlin  experiment 
is  now  regarded  as  a  failui  e  ;  and  so 
are  others  which  al  first  excited  high 
hopes.  Sanitary  chemists  and  cogi 
ncers  admit  thai  they  have  made  d 
progress  with  this  difficult  problem  (o 
several  yean,  and  are  not  bow  so  oca 
its  solution  as  they  seemed  to  be  some 
years  ago. 

The  anti-machinery  arngmnct  bold* 
good  only  oo  the  assumption  that  sav- 
agery— which  in  onr  climate  means  in- 
cessant toil  with  nakedness,  hunger,  in- 
different shelter,  and  general  misery— 
is  better  than  limited  labor,  made  effi- 
cient by  steam  power  and  machinery, 
and  surrounded  hy  all  tbe  comforts;  that 
labor  brings  where  Labor  is  aided,  as  it 
is  wilh  us,  by  tbe  fruits  of  a  century  of 
accumulation  aod  invention.  If  any 
workman,  or  class  of  workmen, 
as  badly  ofl  as  savages  are,  it  is  wholly 
because  of  their  choice  lo  lead  tbc  lives 
ol  savages,  or  worse.  Intemperance 
and  improvidence,  Ibe  great  source 
misery  in  industrial  communities, 
not  produced  by  machinery. — fScicnti 
tic  '

The  study, 
the  discipline,  the  anxiety,  the  scold 
ing  o(  some  soft  headed  parent  and 
the  old  fogy  notions  of  the  old  fash- 
ioned committee,  all  contribute  to  the 
wear  and  tear  of  a  sensitive,  delicate, 
finely  organized  hrain  of  a  school- 
marm,  and  it  is  a  wonder  that  more  of 
them  do  not  give  out  sooner  that  they 
do.  Thank  heaven  that  we  have 
some  hard  shelled,  iron  mailed  organ- 
izations that  can  stand  it,  for  as  long 
as  this  institution  of  learning  is  not  a 
necessary  evil,  but  a  necessity,  a  ne 
cessity  which  must  take  its  first  rank 
in  the  march  of  ages,  its  professors, 
the  teachers,  will  ever  rise  above  the 
people,  towering  beyond  the  three  pro- 
fessions, up  and  beyond.

e  on,  aad  In  a  short  time  reach 
the  Tcmacula  Canon,  here  the  most  lutcr- 
illng  part  nf  my  journey  begins.   It  Is 
le  continual  grade  of  oae  hundred  and 
xty  feet  to  the  mile,  down  through  the 
canon,  whloh  Is  rerv  narrow  at  the  bot- 
ith  high  hlaffs,  thousaads  of  feet 
above  us  oa  either  side.    Webnve  watered 
up,  and  go  winding  down  for  miles  with 
scarcely  a  foot    of  straight  track.

We 
noxt  pass  through  two  large  ranches,  one 
of  which  Is  owned  hy  Flood,  of  Flood  A 
O'Brlan.

I  tbon  realize  Ihnve  cross- 
ed the  Coatlnent,also  the  distance  hetwecn 
lis.  We  ran  for  twenty  miles  oa  the  edgo 
of  tho  shore,  of  which  it  la  lmpossihle  to 
description,  on  account  ol  tbe  dark- 
At  10-30  p.  m.  wo  reached  San  Diego 
where  I  took  tbe  coach  for  the  "ITorton 
House,"  whloh  is  n  targe  two  story  hrlok 
building,  containing  one  hundred  large, 
airy  rooms,  with  all  modern  Improvements. 
It  has  just  been  bought  hy  my  friend  H.  I 
fuund  him  at  a  donee  In  Armory  Hail,  Af- 
ter wntchlng  U10  dancing  a  shurt  time,  re- 
turned and  retired.  Tho  next  morning 
after  breakfast,  we  took  a  ride  around  tow  u. 
San  Diego  has  a  population  of  abont  thirty 
five  hundred.  One  daily  aad  two  weekly 
papers,  three  honks,  a  fine  Court  house, 
and  I  will  here  say  that  tbe  grounds  about 
sll  kept  as  tbe  "Boston,  Tuhllc 
Garden,"  there  belug  ene  mass  of  vnricga- 
ted  flowers.  On  the  hill  In  the  back  ground, 
stands  n  fine  two  story  schoolhousc,  that 
costtweuty  flvu  thonsaud.  There  are  sev- 
eral other  hulldlugs,  which  I  haveu't  time 
to  speak  of.  Friend  H.  Introduced  me  to 
10  was  just  starting  lor  "Old 
Invited  me  to  ride,  of  course  I 
did  not  refuse.

The  followlug  morning  I  awoke  at  nlue, 
after  breakout,  II.  md  I  started  for  Tlu 
Juana  hot  springs,  1  foand  It  a  vary  ploas- 
aut  drive,  over  n  bard  road,  with  no  dust, 
thu  thermometer  about  80°,  We  passed 
throagh  Notional  City,  the  terminus  of  the 
Col.  Southern  K.  It.  It  la  a  place  uf  little 
thrift,  and  has  a  scattered  appearanoe. 
After  leaving  there  we  eoiau  to  Ihe  Cus- 
tom houw,  a  building  atxiut  the  size  of 
oar  "uld  corn  barn,"  and  directly  alu-r  leav- 
ing Across  tbe  line  Into  Mexlcn.  Thure 
we  find  the  Muxlona  Custom  House,  a  lung 
one  story,  udohe  halkllng,  with  while- 
washed  walls  and  the  "coat  ol  arms"  ovei 
thu  dour.
